There in a great deal of work 
accomplished bare, a* this bureau issue* 
the government bonds, legal tenders, sil- 
ver ec.ii_!cat<*. bank notes and internal 
revenue and postage stamps. Tho largest 
face value of any iasne is a registered bond j 
of $50,000 and the smallest a 1 cent stamp \ 


AH of tho engravers aro specialists m 


their particular department, and the deli- 
cate figures and intricate designs of their 
work arc often marvels of artistic skill. 
Portraits of living persons are never put 
on the notes, and all tho figures, vignettes, 
borders, etc., are engraved separately be- 
fore they they are put on the plates. 


The engravers sit, each one below a 


window, \vith a screen of ground glass 
around them, and another of white linen 
above their heads. Their work is so tine 
and delicate that tho greatest precision 
and cans are required, and the room in 
which they work is not open, to visitors 
First the engraver works out his design 
of face or figure, and after transferring it 
hy hand to a plate of soft steel the plate is 
hardened and a soft steel roller takes tho 
impression from it. After this roll is 
chilled another impression is taken upon 
another steel plate, und after this latter 
has been hardened it is ready for use. 


Thu geometric lathe which makes the 


borders is so complete and wonderful a 
piece of mechanism as to seem almost 
alive. The graceful lines for the borders, 
backs and other conventional designs seen 
on the notes are made by this machine, if 
Indeed it may be culled one. 
After a cal- 


culation the machinery is set in motion 
ty fitcam power, the tiny diamond and 
steel points begin their work, and tho re- 
sult of this mathematical calculation 
shows on the small section of steel an in- 
trlixWo border of the undulating, circular 
lines, with their strange effect of light and 
shada 
This lathe work is one of the 


surest guards against counterfeiting, for 
eauli bit of work represents an abstruse 
problem. 


In the engraving room are two large 


vaults, in which are kept all the plates, 
rolls and other implements, the position of 
head of the department being a very ira- ] 
portant and trustworthy one, as it is one ' 
of the few offices where great confidence 
is plwed in the honesty of one man. 


Tho paper for all the issues is manufac- 


tured at Dalton, Mass., under the super-! 
vision of government officials, and that i 
used fpr the bank notes, silver certificates, 
etc., is sent cut in sheets large enough to ' 
contain four notes. In appearance it ia 
like any other very heavy linen paper, ox- \ 
sept that it has two perpendicular lines of 
short, uneven silk threads 
running 


through it. 


On being received it is taken with the 


blue and white papers for the internal 
revenue and postage stamps (both water 
marked) to the "wotting department," as 
it la called, where it is counted and re- 
counted, nnd a receipt given for it. Then 
it is put between wet cloths; and pressed, 
being shifted about every six hours to in- 
sure each sheet an equal amount of mois- 
tura 
This process lasts about three days, 


than, after another counting, it is deliver^ 
ed to the printer, who must give a receipt 
for tho sheets given him. 
At tho end of 


tho day ho returns another check, stating 
this quantity received, tho number of notes 
he has printed and tho blank or spoiled 
hhwts to be returned. 


The printing room is s scene of great' 


activity, with Its many presses and work- 
ers. Here the paper ia again moistened by 
applying it to a wet board, then it is laid 
on a steel plate that has been carefully 
prepared with the ink, which also is made 
on tho premises. Thews are two workers 
ut each press, u&ually n man and a woman 
The man fills tho plnte with ink from a 
roller, then wipes it off and finally, after 
dusting hiH hands with chalk, ho gives it 
a lust polishing. Then, after wetting tho , 
paper, the woman luys it on tho plato, ! 
thu press is applied, wnd behold the 
clour, clean back of tho notes, which must 
be carefully examined before they leave , 
the printer's hands. This process is re- 
peated often time.

Be- 
sides Bourne's story rt-j»orts of almost iu- 
credihle wealth are circulating all along 
the river, and it is assent-d that as a gold 
produdug country the Koyuknk will out- 
class both Cape Xomc- and the Klondike. 


"The diggings are situated about 900 


miles from the mouth of the river," 
Bourne says, "and are difficult to wach 
on account of the task of getting iu sup- 
plies, whici* have to be hauled by dog 
reams or on hand sleds. Pay dirt is not 
found on the river proper, hut on four 
tributary gulches debouching oil the left. 
These gulches head iu a low range of 
hills to the south of the Koyukuk, and 
the pay streak is known to be nif>re than 
30 feet wide and from three to seven feet 
thick. Bed roek is only 12 feet deep and 
consists of shattered slate, in which the 
best pay is found. 


"The minors have bestowed the :iame« 


of McKinley and Bryan on the best two 
gulches, nnd theie is some rivalry as to 
which will make the better showing dur- 
ing the winter. There are about 50 min- 
ers on McKinley und au equal number on 
Bryan. 


"Only small portions of the creeks have

One report lias it that $100 to the 
t>:m is- a common thing, and he was as- 
sured by a reliable aud eon-»e>.-.itive min- 
er that the diggings would average $50 a 
day a man. The gold is bright and very 
pure, assaying more than §19 to the 
ounce. 
' After the stampede to Myrtle creek, on 
the Koyukuk, last summer it was gener- 
ally supposed that country was a failure, 
and miners left it for better known fields. 
Some pay had been found, but it was 
small and limited in extent, and there 
was little to induce one to even prospect 
iu the country.

Ic is to the pay yeoman, who gets his 


title merely because hie desk is beside 
that of the paymaster's clerk, that Jack 
goes for clothes, needles, thread, soap and 
other small articles. 'When his needs are 
of a nature not so purely personal—if, for 
instance, he is to paint the ship, mend a 
piece of rigging or perform any one of the 
hundred or more odd jobs necessary to 
keep the ship in trim—he goes to the equip- 
ment yeoman, the keeper of the stores 
needed for the ship only, and gets -what 
he wants. But first he must, have an order 
for the articles, and then must sign, a re- 
ceipt for them, for the government, though 
not stingy, wants to know where every 
penny goes and for what it is spent. 


The engineers' department has a yeoman 


also, and to him the engineers, though 
they are commissioned officers, have to go 
for every article necessary for running the 
engines, even to the oil used on bearings 
and cranks. This yeoman has his office 
next to the engine rooms, and there the 
tame form has to be gone through with, 
no matter what is wanted. Oils, metal 
for repairs, tools and parts of machinery 
are kept in these storerooms, and the en- 
gineers5 yeoman is .keeper of them all. 


The pay yeoman has the duty also of 


dispensing the daily ratfcns to the crew, 
in order that the sailors may get neither 
too much nor too little. The sailor does 
not have to give a receiptifor his food, but 
all that Jack cats is charged against him, 
not to be paid for by him, but as a part 
ot his earnings. 


In addition to the duty of dispensing 


the many articles used on shipboard the 
yeoman has to make out all requisitions 
for them when needed, and woe be tmto 
him if-he makes a mistake and the ship 
leaves port short of u supply in any par- 
ticular.

'•I've seen many a funny play come off 


in a faro bank," said an old time gambler 
the other day,' 'but of all the plays that I 
can remember the cheekiest came off iu 
Colonel Belly Lewis' game a long time 
ago.

homes on that awful June day m 1892. 
Au earthquake suddenly and without 
warning smote the profligate* city of Port 
Royal, which slid into the &ea. The wa- 
fers opened and swallowed it up, and there 
beneath the silent waves wai. hidden the 
wickedness and debauchery of a commu- 
nity described by historians as oeing almost 
without parallel. 


The survivors said it was the vengeance 


of (iod ami likened iV.to t'16 destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. And in very truth 
the history of the city seems to show the 
unceasing wrath of Divine power. From 
the richest city of its time it has dwindled 
into insignificance, until now it is a most 
wretched place, used only as a naval sta- 
tion. - Disaster after disaster has overtak- 
en it. 


After the earthquake th;- town was re- 


built, only to" be completely destroyed by 
fire in 1703. On Aug. 23, 1722, it was 
swept into the sea by a hurricane. It was 
oiice more reconstructed, but again, in 
1815, it was reduced to ashes, and as re- 
cently as 1880 it was visited by another 
hurricane. Every disaster 
by great loss of life. 


The city of Port Royal was originally 


built upon a narrow strip of land extend- 
ing out into the sea, which accounts for 
its strange disappearance at the time of 
the earthquake. 
Like the house/of the 


foolish man of Biblical lore, which was 
builded upon the sand, it literally slid in- 
to the water when the earthquake shock 
came. 


Previous to that fateful 7th day of 


June, 1892, Port Royal had been known 
as "the. finest town in the West Indies 
and the richest spot in the world." It 
was, as it now is, a British colony, but 
there was little either iu its government 
or its customs of British morality. \Ve 
are told that it was* a place of luxurious 
debauchery, that in their excesses the col- 
onists rivaled the profligates of ancient 
Rome.

The riches 


of Mexico and Pent were levied upon, and 
the people of Jamaica were literally roll- 
ing in wealth and splendor. Vice and de- 
bauchery hold sway.

There was no virtue. 


And like the crack of doom came the

Imagine a gold mine 
You may select 


many climates—Siberia or Afrit-n, Klon- 
dike or Australia, California or India. 
Situate your mine where you will. So long 
as it be a gold mine the proceduru of as- 
saying is the same all the wide world over. 
Select a mass of ore weighing, perhaps, 50 
pounds, and smash it up. Do not expeoS 
to see any gold in it because the precious 
metal is probably so thinly and uniformly 
scattered through the quartz that it i£im- 
possible to spot n grain together. Continue 
grinding the oro till it is in the form of 
powder. This powder is heaped i u to a cone, 
xvhich is divided into four pnrt£, of which 
the sampler takes two whose angles are 
opposite to one another. Mix these two 
parts thoroughly and again divido into 
four; take two portions again, and so on 
till a sample of convenient bulk is obtain- 
ed. By this logical method the sample 
yielded is, on any ordinary calculation at 
probability, certain to represent accurately 
the original mass taken. 


A certain quantity of this sample is now 


weighed out, two equal amounts being 
taken as checks upon each other. 
The 


weighing may be done in denominational 
values of either grams or assay tons. The 
assay ton is a mosc convenient inven- 
tion and is very simply explained. 
The 


ordinary ton contains 33,tift<5.(> ounces; if, 
then, we make u unit (au assay ton) weigh- 
ing 32.6GU7 grams, each .001 of a grum 
will equal one ounce per ton. Thus, no 
calculation is needed at all to estimate the 
gold richness of an ore per ton 


Say we weigh out, then, t.vo separata 


portions of the ore of one assay ton (A. T.) 
each. With each mis thoroughly bicarbon- 
ate of soda, litharge, borax, glass and 
flour in varying proportions; when thor- 
oughly uniform in color empty the mix, 
tores in fire clay crucibles and strew on the 
top a thin layer of salt. Put on the lids o! 
the two crucibles and surround them with 
living coal, coke~"or burning vaporized 
benzoline in a crucible furnace. The cruci- 
bles are heated, till the masses of ore and 
fluxes are in a state of tranquil fusion— 
that is, not bubbling or boiling. The whit* 
not fluid is then ponred'iuto iron rnoldl 
and allowed to cool. 


On examination, after cooling, the fusee 


masses will be found to consist of: (V 
A. layer of white substance, which is Kilt. 
1-) A slag. This is usually dark in color 
often resembling malachite, and is formed 
by the fusion of the borax and soda with 
the worthless or earthy matter (ganguo) 
in the ore. (3) A lead button, produced 
from the litharge, or lead oxide, originally 
mixed in the charge. 


This lead button contains all the silver 


and gold in the ore. The heat of the fur- 
nace drives off from the lead oxide its oxy- 
gen, so that pure lead is left; this, in vir- 
tue of Its weight, percolates downward 
through the slag during the heating in 
the furnace, collecting all tho gold and sil- 
ver pressnt, and eventually forms a but- 
ton weighing, If a proper amount of floui 
has been added originally, about 1C to 20 
grams 
Tha flour has the effect of \ary- 


iug the size of lead button produced aad 
la said to possess a reducing action. 


The next stup in the process Is to get rid 


of the lead without also losing the gold 
and silver. This is done by an operation 
known ascupellation. The cupel is a small 
round, bone ash cup, which is placed in i> 
ton of fire clay tunnel with ono end closed 
up, known us a muffle. The muffle is heat- 
ed from the outside, either by burying it 
with coals or by playing burning gas on 
every part of it. 
Whon the cupel has at- 


tained tho heat of the interior of the muf- 
fle, the lead button is placed in it ami tho 
door of the muille shut, so as to procure 
the greatest amount of heat possible 
\Vhen tho letid is seen lo be melted anu. 
fuming, tho muffle door is opened to admit 
the air, which is sucked in by the intense 
heat. 


The osygen contained in the air oxy- 


dizes the lead into lead oxide, and the bone 
ash cupel absorbs lead oxido like a Sponge, 
tut refuses to absorb the gold andsil\er, 
BO that at lungth there is left in the cupel 
only a button of tho two precious motals. 
It is to bo supposed that two oro samples 
Imo been treated similarly both in the 
crucibles and cupels, but for the sake of 
convenience it is better to explain tlie 
treatment of one only. The bead of gold 
pud silver obtained weighs, let us say, 
.0016 
of a gram. This is noted down. 


The bead after weighing is ilnttened out 
in a flatting mill, so ua to eipviso as large 
a surface us possible to the nitric acid 
which is then added to it. On heating the 
silver is dissolved, but, of course, the gold 
is untouched by the action of any single 
acid. Tho remaining pure gold is treated 
with stronger aoid, called "parting acid," 
to drive cff any suspected trace of silver, 
and then washed with water. 


If the "parting" of tho gold from th* 


silver has been successful, tho gold in left 
us a thin, small sheet. From this nil mois 
ture is driven off by hent. On weighing, 
tho gold may be as heavy as .0007 of 
gram. 
Thon, as it has previousy been 


noted that the total gold and silver bead 
had 
weighed 
.0010 of a gram, th« 


weight of silver present must have been 
.0000 of a gram—that 'is to say, in ona 
assay ton of 
82,<i067 grams thoro am 


.0007 gram of gold and .0000 gram of 
silver. It has been stated at the com- 
mencement of this article that in an assay 
ton each .001 of a gram roprogents in • 
real tone ono ounce. Therefore wo lmv» 
seven-tenths of au ounce of gold—thot la, 
14 pennyweights (30 dwt. equal 1 oz.)~» 
and nine-tenths of an onncoof sliver—that 
is, 18 pennyweights—to the ton.

j the sea animal what pure air is to the land 


animal. The sea Jmirual could not lire in 
muddy water continuously any more than 
we could exist continuously in an atmos- 
phere filled with dust. It is thus seen 
that depth is not the only condition th.it 
affects animal life on fho bed of the sea. 
Tho nature of the soil and deposits are 
factors as well as the temperature of the 
water. However, there aro certain forms 
of life to be found in the lowest tempera- 
tures. But, as is the case on land, we do 
not find the same kind of life in the colder 
and deeper zones of tho ocean as in the 
warmer and more shallow parts. 


In the cold waters the animals are 


dwarfed In size, somewhat as we find 
them in high mountain regions. It is said 
that the starfish will grow as large ab a 
pudding plate where the conditions are 
favorable, but not larger than a silver dol- 
lar in the cold current of the Atlantic, 
which flows southward. In souju places 
this cold current falls 2 1^> 2K degrees be- 
low the freezing point of fresh water at 
the bottom of the ocean.—Professor Elisha 
Gray in Chicago Times-Herald.

Many Chang-en In the Bill. 


As the bill originally passed the house 


ir was rt simple bill, imposing K> per cent 
of the Diugley rates on good* going into 
Porto Itico from the United States and 
coming from Porto Rico into the T'nited 
States. As amended by the senate aud 
agreed to by the house ail restrictions ou 
goods coming into the United States i'i-cnii 
Porto Itico are eliminated, and certain 
foodstuffs and other articles which here- 
tofore have gone into Porto Rico free by 
executive order are excluded from the op- 
eration of the la per cent duty imposed 
ou goods entering the island from the 
United States. 
A complete scheme of 


civil ^government for the island is also nt- 
tached to the measure. 


The senate pnssed the Pacific cable bill. 


a measure appropriating $3.000,000 for 
the construction of a cable line between 
Sun Francisco and Honolulu. The bill 
was unanimously reported by the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, and that it was gass- 
ed without beijoub objection is regarded 
us a compliment to the committee. Dur- 
ing the greater part of the session ihe 
District of Columbia appropriation bill 
was under consideration. As passed it 
carries nearly $8,000,000.

Whero the monopoly prevails th» 
common smoking tobacco offered for sate 
will euro the habit if anything will. Ital- 
ian cigars are about the meanest cigars taao 
ever ^perpetrated on a suffering communi- 
ty. French cigars ai» not much better. 
Havauas con be bought iu thu Latin coun- 
tries at high rates. 


Tho Germanic races come nearer under- 


standing what is good in the tobacco lina. 
Cigars aro cheap in Switzerland, cheaper 


In fact, 'Holland is the paradi&o of smok- 
ers. Tobacco is absolutely free of duty 
there, if I understand right, aud partly by 
reason of tho fact that Sumatra :s & Dutch 
possession. Holland leads the world in 
some branches of the tolxicco trade. So 
the discreet smoker will brii<g home from 
Holland as many cigars as he can. In 
Rotterdam or Amsterdam he may buy for 
2 cents apiece cigars that in many Ameri- 
can cigar stores would retail at IU cents 
straight, and for 5 cents he can get luxury 
that in America a millionaire would deem 
extravagance. 


The cigarette habit prevails In France., 


Italy nnd Spain, so decent cigarettes can 
be bought, but Turkish or Egyptian ciga- 
rettes are not given away. In Germany 
and Austria pipe smoking is more com- 
mon, and in Great Britain it would seem 
as if most men smoked a pipe, both in- 
doors and out—Robert Luce in "Going 
Abroad.','

Making; Firecrackers.

An American consul in China, who has 


seeu the native firecracker manufacturers 
at work, thus describes tho process: 


"The straw paper is first rolled by hand 


around an iron rod, which varies in size 
according to the size of cracker to be made 
To complete the rolling a rude machine is 
used. This consists of two uprights sup- 
porting on axis, from which is suspended 
by two arms a heavy piece of wood, slight- 
ly convex on the lower side.

each layer of paper is put on by hand, the

spread over the end of the hunch and forc- 
ed into the end of each cracker with a 
punch.

Tho worst of tho "snapping" bites ot 


mammals is that of the wolf. The jaws, 
unlike those of tho felid<«, are very long. 
A male wolf's head often seems to bo more 
than a quarter of its length without tho 
tail. Some judges sot it at nearly a third 
of the total length of its body. The bile 
is always a snap, which will tear away a 
mass of flesh from a still running animal 
or inflict u mortal wound on tho lower 
parts of tho body. Tho crocodile bito is 
tho most formidable of the snapping order. 
Though its teeth are only a row of spikes, 
it can cut off a limb or bito a fish weigh- 
ing TO pounds into two pieces as cleanly 
as if they were divided by a kulfu. 


Horses usually seize a person by the arm 


or shoulder when thoy bito. The result is 
inoro often a very bad bruise, like a jam 
in a door, than a wound. But tho great 
offender in this respect is "our friond the 
dog," and the greatest sufferers arc young 
children. Wo have known a little girl of 
10 years almost bitten to death by a potted 
St. Bernard ctog which was jealous of her 
and a boy of 6 mauled and lacerated by a 
bulldog for tho same reason. As most per- 
sons keep dogs for their own amusement, 
it is incumbent on them to remember that, 
though tho best of domesticated animals, 
they arc potentially dangerous wild beasts, 
and if they show signs of vice should be 
dismissed by euthanasia, not sold to some 
oue else.—London Spectator.

A and B going south and 
C coming north. If A. overtakes B and 
attempts to turn to tbe right and pass, 
he is likely to make tbe attempt just as 
B, who is meeting C, also turni to tlie 
right to avoid him. 
The consequence 


is that A gets pinched in between B and 
the curbing. 


If \. i!i ov-' 'king B had turned to 


the i<rfc. he would have seen C ap- 
proaching an I could have slowed up 
and kept behind B until C had passed, 
then, while B was still on tbe right side 
of the mad, he could have pulled out to 
the left and passed him. 


This rule is enforced jast as strictly 


as the rule to tnrn to the right when 
meeting and passing and any damage 
which may ocsur resulting from not 
observing it is sustained by the driver 
or rider making the mistake. 


Bicyclists have a bad habit which 


often result ia disaster. 
When two of | 


them overtake a carriage, it {is not un- 
common to see one of them pass to the 
right and the other 'to the left. Some 
horses start aside when a bicyclist steals 
up qnietly from behicd and pisses. If 
there is a bicycle on each side, the horse 
will shy at the first one he sees and very 
likely, just in time to jump into the 
other one.
